The Council of the Twelve 

Evidently this council had gone over

The Bishops’ Council 

The bishops were on hand on Monday 
morning to begin promptly with their 
regular annual session. While their time 
was a little shorter than in other years, 
they worked hard, convening early and 
remaining until late, that all matters 
brought before them might be fully dis- 
cussed. All decisions made by this coun- 
cil were duly presented to the open As- 
sembly.

I want to say here 
that when you feel careless and uncon- 
cerned about going to service, Sunday 
School or the Y. P. E., you are on dan- 
gerous grounds, and you better begin to 
pray. If you are getting cold, you are 
either dead or dying, and I advise you 
to rush your case to the throne of grace, 
and don’t delay, for sin and destruction 
is in the land. 


Jude 7, “Even as Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and the cities about them in like 
manner, giving themselves over to for- 
nication, and going after strange flesh, 
are set forth for an example, suffering 
the vengeance of eternal fire.” Sodom 
and Gomorrha_ were overthrown _ be- 
cause of their ungodliness and corrupt 
ways.

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A Missionary Story 


There was trouble during 1931 be- 
tween Chinese and Koreans on both sides 
of the border running between their 
countries. Exaggerated accounts of the 
killing of Koreans in Manchuria led to 
the killing of Chinese in Korea, and this 
again incited further attacks and mur- 
ders in Manchuria. One day Kim Chang 
Yung, who is the society’s colporteur 
among his fellow Koreans who have mi- 
grated to Manchuria, was summoned to 
the county office, where the Chinese 
magistrate said to him: “We have heard 
that you are the leader in the movement 
against the Chinese up here.” 

“Oh no,” replied the colporteur, “I 
preach the gospel, sell Bibles and Gos- 
pels, and exhort the people against this 
kind of bad action. Our religion teaches 
us that we must love our enemies and do 
good to them. How can you say that I 
am such a bad man as to beat up the 
Chinese?” 

“Where do you preach?” the magis- 
trate demanded. 

“I preach here and in the villages up 
the river,” he replied. 

“We must telephone,” said the magis- 
trate, “to find out whether you are tell- 
ing the truth. Since it is late and the 
sun is now setting, you must wait in 
prison until we can investigate.” 

Kim Chang Yung was _ greatly 
shocked. “Oh, you can’t lock me up! 
I’ve committed no crime,” he said, “I’m 
a Christian colporteur.” 

“Guards, take him away.” 

Two soldiers siezed him and bundled 
him off unceremoniously. 

“Now I am in a fine mess,” thought 
Kim Chang Yung as he sat in a corner of 
the cell. “Oh well, in the morning the 
magistrate will learn the truth and I shall 
be set free.” 

Morning came, but no freedom. By 
the evening he was reconciled to spend- 
ing another night in gaol. The next day 
passed, and he was still there. On the 
third day he thought: “The Lord must 
have some reason for allowing me to be 
shut up. Many of my fellow country- 
men are in prison too. Prisoner or free 
man, I must preach the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. I’ll ask the magistrate 
for permission to preach to the prison- 
ers.” 

So he put his request before the mag- 
istrate, who said, “Oh no, you cannot 
address the prisoners; that will never do. 
How do I know that you would not stir 
up trouble?” 

“But, your Honor, I just want to tell 
them about God, whose good news to all 


men is in this little book. Just give me 
one hour a day and I shall be satisfied.” 

The magistrate being a reasonable man 
consented, saying: “One hour a day and 
no longer; prepare a list of your sub- 
jects, and present me a written outline 
of your discourses.” 

“Ten thousand thanks, your Honor,” 
said Kim Chang Yung, and returned 
happy to his cell. 

The next day at 4:30 he brought the 
light of the gospel into that dark place. 
Exactly at 5:30 the guard shouted: 
“Time’s up; back to your cell.” 

On the morrow the light shone again 
for an hour. By the third day even the 
guards were becoming interested and 
they forgot to look at their watches at 
the end of the hour. By the seventh day 
the sermons were two hours long and 
prayers to the heavenly Father were list- 
ened to with reverence. During the day 
the prisoners read the Word of God from 
the little books which the colporteur left 
with them. 

After the tenth day Kim Chang Yung 
was called before the magistrate, who 
said: “We see that you are an upright 
man and no troublemaker. You are re- 
leased.” 

“Again ten thousand thanks . . . but 
how about the other prisoners? May I 
come each day and preach to them?” he 
had the courage to ask. 

“No, I cannot permit that,” said the 
magistrate. “Now be off.” 

The next day most of the other pris- 
oners were also released. 

On Sunday the Christians of the vil- 
lage gathered in the little church, and 
great was the rejoicing and singing of 
praises to God when they found Kim 
Chang Yung, the colporteur, who was 
also their elder, once again in their midst. 


And in the congregation were many 
new faces—the faces of ex-prisoners, 
but now prisoners of the Lord Jesus 


Christ, who had caused His light to 
shine upon them in dark places.

I fancy I can hear you 
say, Master, help me preach the Word 
in its purity more than ever before. It 
seems I hear you say, Lord, help me 
fight till the battle is won. Help me res- 
cue some one with his hopes undone. 
Brother, if we will get down to business 
about lost souls, something will be done, 
something will happen as sure as you 
live. 

So many preachers are looking for an 
easy place with big pay and little work 
to do, but if we shun hard places and 
small churches, I fear we are trying to 
get to heaven too easily, without work- 
ing for our home up there, or our crown. 
I fear that God will not be with a man 
or woman who is guilty of playing 
along on Easy Street, and when the mid- 
night cry is made, “Behold the Bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet Him,” 
you may fail to hear the cry. Now if you 
are looking for Easy Street, you may 
find it just around the corner from 
here. 

Dear friends and fellow ministers, 
trouble is in the land and destruction is 
on the people. Wake up and stand a dan- 
ger signal before them, for souls are fall- 
ing into hell every day. Oh, what can we 
do about it? Our boys and girls and our 
old white-headed fathers and mothers 
are going down together by the thou- 
sands every day. What shall we do? or 
what can we do? God said diminish not 
from the Word, but preach it like it is 
with. power, and don’t sugar-coat it. 
Don’t pat a fellow on the back and tell 
him he is all right if he is wrong. Don’t 
lower the standard of- Christ for any 
one, but preach the Word.

We 
had no automobiles to ride around in. 
There weren’t any airplanes. We didn’t 
have electric lights. But we have all of 
these things today and they have all 
proved a blessing to us in many ways, 
yet they have proved a curse and helped 
to bring trouble to our fair land. But 
these things must be to fulfill scripture. 
Twenty-five years ago we didn’t see our 
mothers and daughters cutting off their 
beautiful hair and trying to make men 
of themselves. Why? Because they had 
too much respect for themselves and 
didn’t want to be classed with the low 
class of people. Now they don’t care any 
more, and I am sorry to say but some of 
our precious sisters or so-called sisters are 
cutting or trimming their hair, cutting 
bangs and spit curls and rolling their 
hair just to make it look as much like 
the world as they can. It seems as though 
they are asking the question, How near 
the world can we get and stay in the 
Church? O my dear sister, you should see 
how far from the world you can get. 

Just any number of our sisters are 
spending their money in the beauty 
parlors to get a wave, eyebrows plucked, 
nails polished, etc. Many of our dear sis- 
ters are fainting by the wayside, and 
falling out of line, going back on God 
because of these things. Dear sister, I 
fear for your spirituality, if you are 
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guilty of these things, if you dress like 
the world, going without sleeves or even 
with them above your elbow, as you 
know the ruling of the Assembly, and if 
you wear anklets or go without hose, 
and I think if we wait to be made to do 
what the Bible says for us to do, we 
won’t get any reward for it. I do not 
believe God wants His Son’s bride to go 
half-dressed, and I doubt very much if 
those who drink dope and use tobacco in 
any way, or lie around sporting places, 
listening to smutty jokes or foolishness of 
any kind will go with Him when He 
comes. I don’t think it is best to chew 
gum, you could save that money and 
give it to the orphans. 

Some of you will not like this and 
some may not agree with me, but so 
many of you mothers are guilty your- 
self and allow your daughters to do as 
they please about it and say you can’t 
help yourself. You can help it if you will 
try hard enough. The first step to take 
is to line up yourself, then draw tight 
reins on your daughters. Get on your 
knees and stay there till you get victory 
over it all.

We are 
nearer the goal or we are further from 
it. Don’t give up. Don’t lose sight of 
the cross, but keep going and living the 
life, just keep preaching the Word a few 
more days, and it will be well with thee. 
Remember, somebody is watching you 
and sees all you do. If we sit down and 
fold our hands, poor lost souls will come 
before us at the judgment and their 
blood will be required at our hands, then 
what can we say? I say, No, there is no 
stopping place for us now. Brother and 
sister, you may not like it because I tell 
you that God is not pleased with the way 
you dress and act, but it is so anyway. 
You say, God wants His people to look 
nice and it’s nobody’s business anyway. 
I agree that God does want His people 
to look nice but He does not want them 
to make Jezebels of themselves and if 
you go headlong and do these things you 
will have to answer for it. O Sister Ming, 
change your subject and stop talking

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Where Have You Left Off?

Joshua 23:12, 13, “Else if ye do in 
any wise go back, and cleave unto the 
remnant of these nations, . . . know for 
a certainty that the Lord your God will 
no more drive out any of these nations 
from before you; but they shall be 
snares and traps unto you, and scourges 
in your side, and thorns in your eyes.” 


These days, Brother, are the last days. 
From every country there comes a rumor 
of war; and reports of bloodshed and 
tribulation come from all sides. Bomb- 
ings and blood; bombings and _ blood. 
Our papers are filled with deaths of ev- 
ery description, and major disasters by 
the hundred. This and that of man’s in- 
vention fails and kills hundreds. This 
and that of man’s invention succeeds and 
kills thousands. Death and tribulation 
stalk the earth and have no respect of 
persons. Peace has gone from the world. 
And these verses in Joshua are as true 
today as they were at the time of their 
writing. They apply to the Church and 
the world, the Christian and the world, 
the Jews and the world, and, Brother, as 
long as a remnant of Satan’s nations is 
left in our church, ourselves, or in the 
Jews, there will be tribulation, scourg- 
ing, and death for us. Ezekiel 28:25. 

The Jews have long reaped the bitter 
woe of associating with the world. They 
have known what it was and is to go 
without God’s approval. They coveted 
first the conquered nation’s apparel, gold, 
and women, and then they compromised 
by taking a little or few of each; and 
finally they were made captive by their 
desires. They left a few alive who should 
have been put to death and by those 
few was the snare laid in which they 
were caught. God used the nations to 
scourge them on all sides that they 
might repent, but the nations with their 
gods and idols and customs were thorns 
in their eyes and they couldn’t see Je- 
hovah any longer. To-day the Jew is 
scourged on every side, but the thorns 
are still in his eyes and he cannot 
see Christ. So driven out, despised, for- 
lorn, the Jews have come a long way but 
they remain the rebellious, rejected peo- 
ple they were in Joshua’s time. 

In the days after Israel had crossed 
Jordan and entered the promised land, 
it didn’t look like the promised land to 
them. No, sir. The first report they had 
had of Canaan frightened them and they 
wanted to turn back. God can’t and 
won’t help us when we can’t leave ev- 
erything of self dead. Every act of self or 
habit of self, or selfishness is a city to 
be conquered in Canaan. 


The Israelites thought peace and rest 
would come by crossing Jordan, but they 
only met real trouble. They had a won- 


derful experience crossing the river; 
there was holiness and awe in their 
hearts as Jordan’s flood waters were 
parted and they passed over dry-shod. 
They had a gracious time of thanksgiv- 
ing and praise when they built the altar 
of the river’s stones. They took the rocks 
of their testimony and let the whole 
world see it. Christ is our testimony and 
the Holy Ghost tells us the way to build 
up that testimony into something solid. 
You have to want to go over the river, 
regardless of the Jerichoes ahead; and re- 
member, none passed over without the 
promise of God’s help if they obeyed 
God’s commands. 

When the Israelites were safely over 
flooded Jordan, with exultant hearts 
they kept the feast of the passover. They 
ate the unleavened cakes and parched 
corn; and after they ate the old corn 
they didn’t want, or have, manna any 
more. They ate the fruits of Canaan. 
After you get the blessings of God in 
your soul, you will have to have some- 
thing fresh from the Canaan you have 
entered. Only a preacher who has gone 
further into Canaan (which is a type of 
life after the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost) will satisfy your soul’s hunger 
for the strong meat of the Word. 

Well, once over the river they neared 
jericho, and Joshua felt the need to pray. 
When you get the blessing of the Holy 
Ghost your Jericho will be right ahead. 
Christ was tempted forty days after He 
received the Holy Ghost, yet without 
sin. Do as Joshua did, when the tempta- 
tions came, he felt called to pray, and 
he lifted up his eyes, and saw the angel 
of the Lord. You get your blessings from 
above, Brother, and the deliverance and 
Deliverer are there and when your prayer 
is ended, your eyes are free from thorns 
to see them. Joshua asked the angel 
(tried the spirits) and found one who 
could help him as no other could. He 
said, “What saith my Lord unto his 
servant?” And the first thing the angel 
said was, “Loose thy shoe from off thy 
foot; for the place whereon thou stand- 
est is holy.” Joshua did so. 

Many times when it looks as though 
we should go right into battle, we are 
told to take off our shoes for we are 
on holy ground. No one would go into 
battle without his shoes, and Joshua 
didn’t either. He was on holy ground for 
he had met with God in prayer. Then 
was the time for him to be still and be 
instructed for the battle. God wants us 
to do the same. All these things were 
written for our admonition, and _hap- 
pened unto them for ensamples. 

Well, Joshua had instructions for bat- 
tle and he cautioned them not to lift up 
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their voices until he told them to do 
so. And when the seventh compass of 
the city was made on the seventh day 
the people shouted when Joshua told 
them to shout, and the walls of Jericho 
fell. Yes, sir, they fell; and every man 
went straight before him into the city. 
The real blessings of God, Brother, come 
from above and you have a right to 
shout when you have won the victory in 
some battle with the devil, and God 
will bless you wherever you are if your 
heart is right. 

So Jericho fell and the Israelites de- 
stroyed everything in the city except 
those who were behind Rahab’s token of 
the red cord. Everything and everybody 
eXcept those in Rahab’s house were to 
be destroyed. But one man, a fellow 
named Achan, looked upon a goodly gar- 
ment, 200 shekels of silver and a bar 
of gold, coveted them, took them and 
hid them in the ground. Many a Chris- 
tian has backslidden because he or she 
looked upon one or some of the devil’s 
toys, coveted them, took them, and then 
hid them. God sees all, however. 

It wasn’t long until they had another 
city to be conquered, the city Ai. Well, 
it looked like a small city easily taken, 
but I tell you, Brother, they were fooled. 
Yes, sir! Joshua sent two or three thou- 
sand over to take this little village and 
they (the Israelites) were run off like 
dogs. Sometimes it takes defeat to open 
our eyes to some Jericho habit or bit of 
self still with us. It will do no good to 
fight Ai or Gilgal if you have something 
to take back to Jericho to be burnt or 
something of self to be slain. God has al- 
ways prompted us by word and spirit to 
make restitutions where possible. When 
Zacchaeus determined to restore four- 
fold to those whom he had defrauded, 
salvation came in that same hour upon 
his household. Samson let his hair grow 
and his strength returned. 

After this ignominous defeat, Joshua 
and the elders put dust on their heads 
and fell on their faces before God. Josh- 
ua began to cry out to God, and to ask 
why they were brought out of Egypt, 
through the wilderness, and over Jordan 
into Canaan if they were going to be de- 
feated so easily.

It took a long time to get to Achan, 
but they stoned him to death, and his 
household. They gave him hearing, as 
some will have a hearing on judgment 
day, but it was too late. Innocent people 
had to suffer with him. Herein lies fear- 
ful warning to us, lest our household 
perish for our sin. Achan was a ter- 
rible example to the Israelites and they 
profited from it for a while. Yet there 
soon came a time when they betrayed 
God for a few old pieces of bread and 
old bottles of wine. Brother, if the devil 
doesn’t catch you with gold or silver, 
he will try to trap you with old bread. 
He doesn’t set out tin can bait to catch 
a bird nor corn to catch a bear. The 
devil knows your weakest point, and 
that’s where he will get you if he can. 
Some of Canaan’s nations trapped Joshua 
into forming an alliance because it 
looked as though they had an above- 
board proposition, but he forgot to try 
the spirits that time. 


It is easy to see that there was noth- 
ing desirable about any of the Canaan- 
ite nations, nothing worth perpetuating. 
The people were deceitful at heart, idol 
worshipers, covetous and warring be- 
cause of their covetousness. God knew 
their frame, and had perfect plans to 
guard His chosen people from their con- 
taminating influence; but Israel yielded 
to the lust of the flesh and the lust of 
the eye, preserved some Canaanitish lives 
for their wives and husbands and began 
their own downfall. 


Joshua, in his last exhortation to the 
Israelites, cautioned them over and over 
how to proceed to conquer the remain- 
ing nations. Repeatedly he warns them 
to expel the enemy and drive them 
away. “You have known the way of God 
and his promises,” he reminds them. 
“And you know he has been faithful in 
all that he promised. And as he has been 
faithful in doing good, so he will be 
faithful in bringing evil to pass if you 
in any wise go back and cleave to the 
remnant of the nation. If you obey God 
you will have peace.” 


It is to the voice of Joshua, the one 
who led the Israelites into Canaan, to 
whom we should hearken; His words are 
God’s and his experience was tried in hot 
fires. As long as any Christian goes back 
and cleaves to the remnant of any world- 
ly habit or desire, he lays himself open 
to scourging, to having his eyes put out 
with thorns. Above all, his victory will 
be gone and those old habits and desires 
will be as continuously set traps and 
snares. The church that breaks over to 
walk with the world will be a disgrace, 
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as a whole, to any community. She will 
be despised and scourged and thorns will 
be in her eyes to prevent her seeing her 
way back. 


Oh, let us ask God, beg, implore God 
to search our hearts and churches, and 
see if there be any wicked remnant of 
Satan’s nations in us, and lead us to re- 
pentance and the way everlasting.
